FRANKFORT, Ind., June 1.— 
(INS)—The fate of shapely Frankie 
Miller, charged with murdering 
the man who done her wrong, goes 
todijy to the all-male jury before 
she bared her bosom to show how 
she w'as “branded" by her lover.

raven-haired. 
29-year-old 
divorcee gave the Clinton county 
circuit court jury intimate details 
of her stormy. 12-year affair with 
Leland Holliday, 31, the man she 
allegedly .shot to death last March 
19 after she found him with an­ 
other woman. 
She testified that only a night 
before the fatal shooting. Holliday 
branded her breasts with a cigaret 
"to remind me that I belonged to 
him." Frankie added that the .scars 
from the burns were stiH visible.

She said Holliday’s Frankfort 
apartment was like "home” to 
her. They even had a “private mar­ 
riage ceremony" last July in which 
they exchanged rings and “swore 
that we loved each other and would 
never love anyone else.” 
Frankie testified that Holliday’s 
love cooled, in December, and in 
March she found him outside his 
apartment with another woman. 
She waited for him with a loaded 
shotgun 
but

pulling the trigger.”

Crackdown On 
Communists 
In Japan Near 


Disrupting Plans 
Led By Communists 
Are To Be Halted

(F ar Eaatern D irector I. N. S.) 
TOKYO, June 1—A spokesman 
for Gen. Douglas MacArthur in­ 
dicated tonight that a crackdown 
is imminent against Communist 
led organizations in Japan to stem 
their disrupting activities. 
Maj. Gen. Charles A, Willoughby, 
the occupation commander’s chief 
of Intelligence, told International 
News Service- 
“We can now see, without any 
room for argument, that the Com­ 
munists are following the same 
broad policy of civil disruption in 
Japan as they have followed in all 
other countries where' they have 
driven for power.” 
To Protest Trial 
Willoughby made his statement 
as Ckimmunist-led 
labor 
unions 
and student 
groups 
announced 
they will protest the U.S. Army 
trial of eight Japanese in strikes 
and demonstrations scheduled for 
Saturday. 
The Japanese are charged with 
assaulting five U.S. Army men 
during a series of disorders in 
Tokyo Tuesday.

Nine Killed In 
N 
Plane Crash 


(BULLETIN) 


QUONSET POINT, R.I., June 1— 
(INS)—Nine men were killed today 
and the pilot and co-pilot of a 
Navy Neptune patrol bomber were 
saved when their disabled plane 
attempting an emergency landing 
at the Naval Air Station, crashed 
and burned. 
The plane had landed at Quonset 
to refuel on a flight to Argentia, 
Newfoundland. It had been in the 
air only 23 minutes when it cir­ 
cled back over the field with one 
of its engines dead. 
The pilot was forced to bring 
the big ship in against a cross wind 
which is believed to have caused 
it to flip over on its back. 
The 
plane burst into flames. 


Russia To Extend 
Boycott On U.N. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., June 1.

extend its boycott of the United 
Nations today by walking out of 
the trusteeship council. 
The council is due to ask the 
U. N. general assembly to drop its 
plan for the internationalization of

U. N. Secretary General Trygve 
Lie has mapped a plan for a show- 
(lo vn on easing Nationalist China 
out of the U. N 
In the next sev­ 
eral weeks and admitting Com­ 
munist China. 
However, the Russians are re­ 
luctant to call off their boycott 
until the Nationalists have been 
dropped.

At the same time, the census 
chief said a number of trends have 
been spotted during the population 
check, disclosing:

WASHINGTON, June 1.—(INS) 
—The United States may ask the 
United Nations or World Court to 
act in the case of the unarmed 
American patrol bomber that was 
shot down by the Russians over 
the Baltic Sea with the loss of 10 
lives. 
State department sources said 
that the Navy has uncovered prciof 
that the plane exploded in mid­ 
air because of Soviet gunfive 
The evidence is the plane .s front 
landing wheel, which the Navy 
said was still in a retracted posi­ 
tion when it was found 48 miles 
off the coast of Latvia. The bomb­ 
er was attacked by Soviet fighters 
April 8 while on a peaceful mis­ 
sion from Germany. 
Two Protests Made 
The U. S, has made two prote.st9 
to the Kremlin. 
The first, which 
demanded indemnity for the plane 
and crew, was rejected, 
The sec­ 
ond never was answ'ered directly, 
although 
it 
was 
denounced 
in 
Pravda, the official Soviet news­ 
paper. 
High State department quarters 
said the U. S. has considered turn­ 
ing the m atter over to the United 
Nations, the world coilrt at The 
Hague, or both. These sources be­ 
lieve that the new- development 
may mean a speedy decision.

Warns On Need 
Of Draft Law 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—(INS) 
—Defense S e c r e t a r y Johnson 
warned congress today that failure 
to extend the draft law would 
leave 
American 
defenses 
in 
a 
“distressing condition” and would 
weaken the military position of 
Atlantic pact countries 
Johnson explained in testimony 
before the senate armed services 
committee that the draft is needed 
as a “moral inducement’’ to pre­ 
vent a further dropping off of vol­ 
untary enli.stments. 
He said: 
“If the act is extended we prob­ 
ably will have little occasion to do 
any drafting. If it i.s not extended 
we wilt be in distress for adequate 
people to defend America” 
At another point in his testi­ 
mony he reported that "enlist­ 
ments are dropping and without 
selective serv'ice on the books they 
will continue to drop and we will 
be in a distressing condition’*. 


Over Billion Is 
Sought To Aid 
Free Countries 


Move Is Necessary 
To Defer Soviet 
Aggression, Claim

WASHINGTON. June 1.— 
(tSS) — President T r u m a n 
called on Congress today to 
provide $1,222.500.000 in the 
next fiscal year to help free 
coutries of the world meet the 
Soviet Union’s "grim struggle” 
to make them slaves. 
"There 
Is 
no 
alternative 
course except the abandon­ 
ment of freedom Itself, because 
the Soviet Union has no com­ 
passion 
for weakness,” 
.Mr, 
Truman said in a voluminous 
report on the operations of the 
mutual defense assistance pro­ 
gram in its first six months of 
Ufe. 


Washington, June 1.—President 
Truman is expected to ask Con- 
gre.ss today for about one billion 
247 million dollar.s for a second 
round in arms-aid to Atlantic Pact 
and other anti-red countries. 
The President is expected to de­ 
clare that the military assistance 
program will pour weapons into 
the 
American-western 
European 
defense pool he Ls advocating to de­ 
ter Soviet aggression. 
Secretary of State Acheson at­ 
tempted an advance selling job on 
the foreign defense program in his 
address before members of both 
houses Wednesday. 
Failed to Convince. 
However, 
opponents 
said 
h* 
failed to convince them. Support­ 
ers of arms-aid declared that the 
secretary said nothing that wouTci 
forestall attempts to trim the pro­ 
gram.

Confessions By Ex-Communists 
WASHINGTON. June 1.—The ex-Communlst has become a promi­ 
nent feature of the political landscape. 
He writes, lectures, appears 
on radio and television, making his confessions a public and often 
profitable spectacle. 
By the very fact of confession ex-Communists give themselves 
authority which has been accepted to an extraordinary degree. 
Th* 
careful and conservative newspaper, The W ashington Star, noted in a 
recent editorial the astonishment many people feel at the unhesitating 
acceptance of the word of those who have decided to renounce the con­ 
spiracy of communism. 
Th same editorial suggested that it would 
be the shrewdest possible move on the part of Moscow' to order an 
American Communist to confess and thereby gain credence and ac­ 
claim in order to spread doubt and distrust in every reach of American 
life. 
In “The God That Failed,” published recently, six prom inent au­ 
thors told why they had turned against Russian communism after 
serving the Moscow line. 
Perhaps the most interesting of these con­ 
fessions is that of Louis Fischer, who says he was not actually a 
m em ber of the party but a faithful follower over a long period that in­ 
cluded residence in Russia. 
Shift Of Loyalty 
. 
Fischer writes of "dissatisfied, disillusioned commisar type" who 
are drawn toward “new and apparently more heroic forms of regim en­ 
tation, toward new and apparently less brutal absolutes, or toward a 
more successful totalitarianism ". 
Theirs, he says, is a shift of loyalty 
but not a change of heart and mind. 
It goes without saying that the very act of becoming a Communist 
is outside the normal range of experience for an American. 
With 
others the motive was undoubtedly a power drive linked to all sorts 
of complicated emotions. 
Here one quickly gets into the clinical and, yes, the pathological 
phase of the Communist mess. 
It has produced confusion, doubt and 
distrust which have greatly weakened America’s unity of purpose at a 
time when the values of Western civilization are challenged as never 
before. 
Have Contributed To Knowledge 
Unquestionably some ex-Communists have contributed to our 
knowledge of the Communist conspiracy and how it seeks to penetrate 
every phase of life. 
In this they have perform ed a service. 
But w'hen they go on to assert, as some do, that only ex-Commun-. 
ists are capable of directing the fight against communism, then w* 
see what Fischer means by the “disillusioned commisar types” who 
have m erely transferred their drive for power to another field. 
Some 
of these ex-Communists are reported to have great influence among 
strategists and planners in the Pentagon. 
What they want is a kind 
of Jehad, or Holy War. to wipe out the evil that corrupted them. 
They thus are contributing to the conviction of an inevitable war— 
indeed, a highly desirable war that will rid the world of the devil of 
Communism. 
With them are form er officials, ex-ambassadors and 
ex-this and that. 
Some of the latter were once naively pro-Russian. 
Stung by the Communist nettle, they reacted in anger and outraged 
frustration. 
f hese ex’s are torn by bitter ideological feuds deriving from com­ 
munism and its heresies. 
Here another psychological factor enters in. 
Would Be Put Under Surveillance 
At the outbreak of a third World War the 55,000 Communist party 
members in this country would immediately be put away in camps or 
at any rate placed under strict surveillance. 
So would 
3 certain 
num ber of Communist allies and fellow-travelers. 
The ex’s, or some 
of them, would have the satisfaction of seeing their enemies behind 
barbed wire. 
The ideological and factional w arfare of communism and its 
heresies has contributed to the atm osphere of sensationalism, of public 
denunciation, the televised committee hearing, the flaring headlines, 
this is alien to the traditions on which the American free society is 
based. 
The root of that tradition is respect for th e individual. 
For the 
Communist the individual is merely a unit in a statistical table. 
Com­ 
munism can plan the calculated destruction of a whole class as was 
done in the starvation policy in Russia in the early thirties: a policy 
intended to speed collectivization of the farms 
Sim ilarly the ex-Communist can talk about sacrificing a genera­ 
tion in the war to exterm inate communism. 
The fundam ental cor­ 
ruption—-that the end justifies whatever means must be used—remains 
And it is long past time that we recognize this threat in all its m ani­ 
festations for just w hat it is—a threat to the very existence of our fre*

Rising Feeling 
By Farmers On 
Price Supports 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—(INS) 
—Congress and Federal Agricul 
ture Departm ent officials are be 
coming more aware of a rising 
feeling among farmers that agri­ 
culture would be better off with­ 
out price supports. 
Several strong farm groups in 
various sections of the country 
have gone on record, others are 
reported ready to speak out. op­ 
posing price supports and a fed­ 
eral farm program in general. 
Some 
of 
these 
organizations, 
who favor all or partial abandon­ 
ment of government interference 
in farm production, include the 
Poultry 
Association 
of 
Sussex 
County, N. J., the Pennsylvania 
Potato Growers Association and 
the Kansas City Livestock Associa­ 
tion. 
Early results of a poll of farmers 
in Ohio, taken by the Farm Bureau 
Federation, 
reveals that of the 
farm ers who answered the survey, 
m ore than one-third favored no 
government program whatsoever 
“Little Bit Disturbed- 
Several farm state congressmen 
allowed they were “A little bit dis­ 
turbed” about what they called 
the “growing trend for less gov­ 
ernm ent interference.” 
Secretary Brannan, who has the 
task of carrying out congressional 
mandates, says a federal program 
is needed to provide farm produc­ 
tion and farm buying power to 
further the prosperity of the whole 
nation. 
Federal farm programs, he sug­ 
gests. are needed during at least 
this period of adjustm ent to keep 
agriculture stable. 
Brannan says agriculture must 
be helped over the hump because 
it supplies the basic raw m aterials 
for about one-third of all m anufac­ 
tured 
products. 
Also nearly 
50 
percent of every dollar spent for 
consum er good 
and services 
is 
spent for products that originate 
on farms. 
Federal programs are necessary 
to 
stabilize 
agriculture 
because 
about two out of five working per­ 
sons in the U. S. are employed 
this year in farming, or in hand­ 
ling farm products, or in produc­ 
ing and selling goods and services 
to farm people, Brannan says.

“Therefore the law is slacked, 
and justice doth never go forth; 
for 
the 
wicked 
doth 
compass 
about 
the 
righteous; 
therefore 
justice goeth forth perverted. 
"Art not Thou from everlast­ 
ing. O Jehovah my God. my Holy- 
One? We shall not die. O Jeho­ 
vah. Thou hast ordained him for 
judgment; 
and 
Thou, 
O 
Rock 
hast established him for correc­ 
tio n " 
You see what was happening 
in 
Judah 
when 
Habakkuk 
was 
living—injustice, 
violence, 
strife, 
rivalry, wickedness. Habakkuk did 
not 
condemn 
men; 
he 
counted 
himself one of them. Even right- 
living men. women and children 
find it hard to live up to their 
ideals and always do the things 
they know are right. Why? 
God is omnipotent; why does 
He not interfere? “How long shall 
I cry?” asks the prophet. 
How 
many of us re-echo the query? 
Then 
Habakkuk 
decided 
to 
“stand upon my watch, and set 
me upon the tow-er, and will look 
forth to see what He will speak 
with me. and what I shall an­ 
swer concerning my com plaint.” 
We do not suppose Habakkuk 
really went to live in a watch 
tower, w’hlch was built to scan 
the countryside for possible ene­ 
mies, but he retired to a quiet 
place where he could think and 
reason out the problem of life 
The illustration accompanying this 
lesson will show the children what 
a watch tower was like.

In 
The Open 


Far back along the hidden bend 
of a wide valley stream, guarded 
by a trio of gigantic sycamores, 
dwells the only patch of wild hya­ 
cinth in my wayside domain. 
I 
stumbled upon this station one 
mid-winter day when the fruiting 
flower stalks thrust up through the 
snow to advertise their shiny black 
seeds. 
Common enough in the 
middle west, the quamash. as the 
Indians called it, is a rarity here­ 
abouts and 1 have made It a point 
to “tell nobody nothin' ” about this 
hidden colony. 
An abandoned old field lay be­ 
tween the railroad and the lush 
creek bank where the hyacinth has 
overrun a large area. 
I never 
dreamed 
that 
any 
harm 
would 
befall 
the airy 
beauty 
of that 
remote planting, which may have 
been 
established 
there 
years 
ago by the Indians, who ate the 
bulbous 
mot. 
Then 
suddenly 
there was a great clearing out of 
scrub growth almost to the water’s 
edge, and a nearby nursery set out 
long rows of seedling trees and 
flowering shrubs. 
Damage Not Great 
There was some encroachment 
on the quamash’s territory’ but the 
damage was not too great and I 
breathed a sigh of relief each May 


when I visit the wide bend and 
find the three sycamores still on 
watch above Ihe tall spikes of pale- 
blue loveliness. 
A light breeze shuddered thru 
the aspens in the timber edgings 
as I walked in to see how the hya­ 
cinth' were doing this year. 
The 
tremendous leaves of cow pa.’snip 
edged the roadway 
Tb.e phacelta 
which bears the common name of 
Miami mist was in flower, the pale- 
blue 
fringed 
blossoms 
looking 
quite handsome in the weedy open­ 
ings. 
Yellow breasted chats and in. 
digo buntings serenaded me or 
scolded at me all during the after­ 
noon. 
My path led through good 
chat territory, a hillside so crowd­ 
ed with thorn bushes and briars 
as to be practically impassable, 
the cockspur thorn had put on its 
w’hite bonnet, but the beauty of its 
bloom eould not offset Its unpleas­ 
ant aroma. 
Apparently 
tjje 
popularity 
of 
perfume is all a matter of taste, 
for a myriad bees and flies and 
butterflies made merry over the 
ill-scented nectar pots of the haw­ 
thorns. There had been a “hatch” 
of tiny white butterflies. 
These 
little fellows fluttered busily about 
the bushes dancing in the breeze 


likt 
petals 
dislodged 
from 
the 
flower cafes they patronized. 
The briars made the going too 
tough and I moved up the hill into 
th> 
deeper 
woodland. 
Here 
I 
walked through wondrous clumps 
o, white violets, and passed the 
May-apple in full flower and tre­ 
mendous Jack-in-the-pulpit In full 
sermon. 
Wild columbine danced 
in red and yellow petticoats to the 
rhythm of the breeze, daring any 
passing butterfly to pilfer from its 
upside down nectaries. 
The spikenard known as false 
Solomon’s seal waved its feathery 
plume of whitish blossoms above 
a bed of maiden hair fern. 
Wild 
ginger was all about, quite at home 
in the deep shade with the fruiting 
stalks of triIlium and bloodroot 
which had glorified those 
*ood- 
land aisles only a few weeks ago. 
Already the clutching hand of the 
sticky goose-grass is at the throat 
of everything green on the forest 
floor. 
Big mats of this tenacious 
climber snarled about my boots as 
I blundered along. 


Just opposite the spot where the 
hyacinths hold forth I slid dowm 
the steep shale bank and came out 
at the bend where the creek flat­ 
tens over a riffle. Here the stream 
can be easily forded and I waded 
across, nobly assisted by my walk­ 
ing stick. 
A few short steps up a 
draw in 
the overhanging bank 
brought me right into thj middle 
of the quamash colony. 
The plants had been at peak 
bloom a week earlier, but there 
were still a great many of the 
si owy spikes to picture the pastel 
glory which had brightened that 
tiny corner of the wide bottom­ 
land. 
There was some indication 
that the colony was spreading fur­ 
ther upstream. I would gladly join 
the occult brotherhood if by some 
magic incantation I could protect 
that patch of hyacinth forever. 
A woodthrush tuned his evening 
hymn as 1 recrossed the creek and 
headed back toward my waiting 
car. 
By luck I ran across a pipe 
line which quartered up through 
the briery hillside and offered 


easy going. Somewhere among the 
tall oaks a tanager sang and one 
of the warblers buzzed his whis­ 
pering solo. 
The woodland stood 
on the edge of June and helped me 
take fond farewell of another May­ 
time.

•gem ent relations for another year. 
Taft, who is ranking Republican 
on the Senate Labor £ommitte*. 
placed at least part of the blame 
for the lack of labor legislation 
in the 81st Congress on President 
Trum an, himself. He said frankly: 
"There are many ways in which 
the Taft-Hartley Act could be im ­ 
proved.” 
Suppreaaing Effort 
And then he charged that since 
the adm inistration "cannot dictate 
its own labor regulations," it is 
"suppressing 
every 
constructive 
effort <by others» in that field 
He indicated that he was refer­ 
ring particularly to a revision of 
the 
Taft-Hartley 
law which 
he 
guided through the Senate last 
year only to have it languish In 
the House ever since. 
His revision, which will die with 
the end of the 81st Congress this 
summer, would have tightened up 
the emergency section of the law 
by perm itting seizure as well as 


the use of injunctions in strikes 
affecting the national health and 
safety. 
It would have extended the law's 
anti-Communist provisions to man­ 
agement as well m unions, ended 
the split of power between the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 
and its general counsel and modi­ 
fied the closed shop ban In order 
to perm it preferential hiring. 
Expected To Die 
Taft's prediction, if correct, also 
means that a bill to perm it the 
use of hiring ball« in the maritime 
industry will die without becoming 
law. 
The bill, which was dem anded by 
maritime unions, was cleared for 
Senate action by the labor commit­ 
tee Friday. 
It was intended to 
counteract court decisions that the 
hiring halls, by which m antim e 
labor is assigned to duty, 
are 
banned by the Taft-Hartley law. 
Also slated for the limbo of 
dead bill« are measures now be­ 
fore the labor committee to ban 
strikes and force arbitration in 
the railroad industry and to permit 
the use of union shops and the 
dues check-off in that industry.
